A history-making Wand 12 by- 
election vaulted Moe Banga into 
rily council Monday night. 

Banga, a former Edmonton 
Police officer, won with 2,359 
votes, ii resounding victory over 
the second closest challenger 
Laura Thibert, who had 1.283 
votes. 

Banga was effusive in his 
thanks to a crowd of support¬ 
ers that packed every inch of 
his campaign office in a small 
mall on 34 Avenue. 

“Without your hard work, 
sacrifice and support I would 
not be standing here,” he said. 

“1 will be a city councillor that 
you can be proud of* he added. 
“It’s a duty and a responsibility 
J will take very seriously.” 


The race drew a historic high 
32 candidates into the contest 
to replace former councillor 
Amarjeet Sohi, who resigned 
after being elected to the Liberal 
government in the fall. 

Banga also thanked his fellow 
candidates for their efforts in 
the race. 

“Voter turnout was so high, 
only because there were so many 
qualified candidates to choose 
from” 

He said he hoped to work 
on crime and safety issues as a 
top priority. 

“Being a police officer, my 
first priority is to make sure 
we are safe in and around our 
homeshe said. “We need to 
focus on the whole city and in 
fact the whole capital region.” 

Thibert said she heard a lot 
of similar concerns at the door 
during her campaign. She said 
she hopes Banga w r orks with 
council fur everyone’s benefit.

Tapping into tradition 


MOLSON BUILDING 

It’s cheers all 
round with site 
ready to brew 
up a new storm

A former brewery is edging 
closer to brewing again as the 
new owners of the historic Mol- 
son building prepare for what 
they hope is a busy summer 
construction season. 

Ralph Huizinga, a vice- 
president with First Capital 
Realty Inc., said they’ve spent 
just under 32 million so far in¬ 
vestigating the former Molson 
building, removing interiors 
and shoring up walls, and ane 
in the process of finalizing per¬ 
mit applications to begin work 
in the coming months. 

Flans for the old brewery — 
and current inspiration for the 
soon-to-be opened Brewery Dis¬ 
trict — are to eventually bouse 
a new microbreweiy, as well as 
office space above. 

The building, officially 
known as the Edmonton Brew¬ 
ing and Malting Company Ltd., 
is one of the city's most iconic. 
It was built in 1913 but huts sat 
abandoned for several years 
before serving as the thematic 
inspiration for the new big-box 
development. 

But its own future remained 
up in the air until recently, 
w r ben the building land a second 
building nearby) received his¬ 
torical designation from first

the province and then more 
recently the city. 

The designations came with 
grants, which will see the city 
investing S4.1 million into the 
brewery over 10 years — the 
largest grant ever handed out by 
the citv's Heritage Reserve Fund. 

Huizinga said one of the 
biggest (and most expensive) 
challenges will be restoring 
the original red brick — appar¬ 
ently someone in the building's 
history once whitewashed the 
building and then, changing 
their mind, power washed it off 

"The exterior brick, unfortu¬ 
nately, got incredibly comprom¬ 
ised, 1 ' be said. 

While the two buildings are 


the only remainders of wlurt 
was once a much larger brew¬ 
ery complex, David Johnston, 
principal heritage planner with 
the City of Edmonton, said they 
hold special significance. 

“Several years back there 
were some studies undertaken 
on the buildings to identify the 
core historical pieces. Some 
remnants of the Molson oper-

ations were demolished and 
removed, and these two pieces 
were determined to be the most 
significant," he said. 

The new designation means 
the two buildings will be safe 
from demolition and “inappro¬ 
priate" alteration, Johnston 
said. Huizinga notes that even 
with the grants, the amount of 
money they're putting into the 
building is three times what 
it would have cost to knock 
it down and build a new one. 

" We thought it was import¬ 
ant to the community and to 
the city and to our project to 
make the additional invest¬ 
ment, and bring it to a herit¬ 
age quality.’ 1 


Q YEARS OF BEER 

"he Brewing and Malting 
Company building was 
built in 1913., and replaced 
a much smaller riverside 
brewery in Rossdale, 
owned by Strathcona 
councilor and mayor. 
William Henry Sheppard, 
among others, 

he building is one of 
the last examples of the 
work of architect Bernard 
Bart he I, known for his 
castle-like buildings, His 
industrial buildings once 
dotted North America 
hut most have since been 
demolished, 

"The design features 
on the building are 
really quite something, 
when you think about 
how it was an industrial 
structure" David 
Johnston, principal 
heritage planner with 
the city, "Some of the 
stone work is really quite 
ornate." He said that the 
industrial base is what 
makes it worth preserving.

The govern¬ 
ment says it will also work with 
First Nations, Metis and Jnuit 
communities to develop a plan 
to tackle opiate addictions, 

“One of the ironies of men¬ 
tal health tare is people who 
are least able to navigate this 
system of professionals and or¬ 
ganizations are often Forced to 
do their own navigation." said 
Liberal Leader David Swann, a 
medical doctor who ccuchained 
the review committee. 

“Without these supports, 
many face a revolving door 
of crisis, reactive treatment 
approaches and frustration.” 

Also to be implemented in 
the near future are a child and 
youth mental health website 
and a team to work with com¬ 
munity and health partners to 
co-ordinate implementation. 

Alberta Health Minister Sarah 
Hoffman said she will do her 
best to free up cash to move 
ahead with recommendations. 

“We need to find w^ays to 
continue to improve and in¬ 
vest in mental health and ad¬ 
dictions because we’re talking 
about people's lives,” she said.

Edmonton's moratorium on 
new body mb piLrtours will end 
April 1, after council moved 
ahead Monday with plans for 
new regulations for the indusny. 

At the community services 
committee Monday, councillors 
supported both proposed chan¬ 
ges to the city's bylaw and plans 
to spend $313,000 on more edu¬ 
cation, an additional enforce¬ 
ment officer and a social worker 
to support parlour workers and 
owners. 

The bylaw changes include 
tighter security requirements 
and clarifying the rules to have 
multiple workers on site all 
the time. 

Those changes still need ap¬ 
proved at a future council meet¬ 
ing, but Coun. Michael Walters 
said the city has found the best 


way to handle the parlours after 
working on the issue for more 
than a year. 

“1 think that is the best we 
can hope for in something that 
is as complex as this." he said. 

Parlour owner and worker 


Miranda Loyk pleaded with 
council not to extend the mora¬ 
torium. which it imposed in the 
summer of 2013 Vi r hile a task 
force reviewed the industry. 

Loyk said the moratorium 
was limiting her business. 


“The moratorium is stopping 
me currently from relocating.’ 1 
she said. “It’s giving the land¬ 
lords a chance to put up our 
rents.” 

Loyk also said she supports 
increased enforcement and 


regulation to ensure that 
women in the industry are 
treated well, but she said she 
chose the business, 

“1 could be a welding inspect¬ 
or, but l still came back because 
this is home to me."

$usan Hoitby, who has 
spoken out against the city's sys¬ 
tem before, said the city should 
stop regulating and sanctioning 
body mb parlours, in light of 
changes to the Criminal Code 
last year, that clearly criminal¬ 
ized the purchase of sex. 

“I want a plan to be able to 
comply with our federal govern¬ 
ment's law,” she said. 

Hoitby argued lifting the 
moratorium — even with tough¬ 
er rules — would only expand 
the sex trade. 

Kate Quinn, executive dir¬ 
ector of the Centre to End all 
Sexual Exploitation, said the city 
should slowly move towards a 
future without the parlours. 

“IFwe shut down everything 
tomorrow we would precipitate 
a crisis,' 1 she said. “We would 
like to see more people, espe¬ 
cially women move from cop¬

Ubcr snubs

Ride-shares will be able to oper¬ 
ate legally in Calgary come 
April4, but the industry’s big¬ 
gest player says they won’t be 
here to take on fares. 

On Monday, Calgary's coun¬ 
cil debated changes to the city's 
livery bylaw that would see a 
hybrid npen-and-closed system 
where both taxis and vehicles 
for hire would operate. 

The bylaw, similar to Ed¬ 
monton's [aside from tweaks 
to background checks, main¬ 
tenance inspections and a pro¬ 
posed fee structure] was passed 
with a major amendment that 
would see drivers get mechan¬ 
ical inspections once a year. 

As: rosy as the rules seem, 
they received a thorny response 
from industry heavyweight, 
Uber. After the city's bylaw was 
passed the ride-share giant an¬ 
nounced they wouldn't be set¬ 
ting up shop in Calgary. 

Ramil Kar. general manager 
for Uber Alberta, said the pro¬ 
cess was rushed and tries to fit 
tide-sharing into a taxi model. 

Mayor Naheed Nenshi said 
Uber is crying wolf.

NDP 'hush-hush 7 
event controversial 


Alberta's governing New 
Democrats are going ahead 
with a pricey private event 
with the premier, pitched dis¬ 
creetly to select people. 

Cheryl Oates, spokeswoman 
for Premier Rachel Notley, 
confirmed Monday that the 
one-hour availability with 
the premier ahead of a gen¬ 
eral fundraiser this week was 
cleared by the ethics com¬ 
missioner. 

Date 5 declined to give de¬ 
tails and said further com¬ 
ment would have to come 
from NDP party boss Chris 
O'Halloran. 

The general fundraiser Tues¬ 
day is being held at the Art 
Gallery of Alberta in down¬ 
town Edmonton. It was pro¬ 
moted on the party's website 
as offering people a chance to 
mingle with the premier and 


NDP members of the legisla¬ 
ture at a cost of $250 a ticket. 

An event costing St.Q00 a 
ticket is giving people access 
to the premier and the same 
MLAs for an hour before the 
main fundraiser, but in a sep¬ 
arate room of the art gallery. 
Anyone buying the pricier 
ticket automatically gains 
entrance to the $250 event. 
It was not widely advertised. 

Oates said ethics commis¬ 
sioner Marguerite Trussler 
confirmed both fundraising 
events do not violate Alberta's 
Conflicts of Interest Act. 

jason Nixon, democratic 
accountability critic for the 
Opposition Wild rose, said a 
lot of questions remain un¬ 
answered.

INTERNATIONAL REPORT 

Canada's oil production may hit standstill 


Growth in Canadian oil produc¬ 
tion cnuld slow down or come 
to a "complete standstill" once 
projects now under construc¬ 
tion are built, the International 
Energy Agency warns. 

The Paris-based organization 
released a report Monday exam¬ 
ining global oil production fore 
casts over the next five years. 

By 2021. Canadian oil output 
is expected to average 5.2 mil¬ 
lion barrels a day. which would 
represent an increase of 500,000 
barrels a day, the report said. But 


a number of factors are prompt¬ 
ing eneigy companies to recon¬ 
sider expansion of production, 
the .LEA said. 

"Heightened environmental 
concerns, a lack of pipeline ac¬ 
cess Eo new markets and the 
unknown impact of the victory 
by the New Democratic Tarty 
in Alberta's elections last year 
are causing companies to slow 
development," the 1EA said. 

".As such, we are likely Eo see 
continued capacity increases 
| in] the near term, with growth 


slowing considerably, if not 
coming to a complete stand¬ 
still, after the projects under 
construction are completed.'" 

Since mid-2014, crude prices 
have plunged by 70 per cent. 
On Monday, oil was trading 
above S33 LfS a barrel. 

The IE A said a number of 
new developments in Can¬ 
ada recently commissioned 
or nearing completion will 
drive growth over the next 
five years, including the Kearl 
expansion project in Alberta, 


which was completed in June 
2015, and the Hebron offshore 
oil site off Newfoundland set 
to begin production in 2015.

A luxury condo project in Ed¬ 
monton tins been delayed almost 
a year-and-a-half—but it's not 
because of economic woes, says 
the developer behind it. 

“We did not choose to delay 
it, but it's been delayed ... the 
reason is. ive underestimated the 
amount of time it would take to 
get development plan approval 
for the City of Edmonton," said 
Brad Lamb, dubbed loronto's 
"condo Iking.” 

"It has nothing to do with Al¬ 
berta's economic circumstances. 
We are not unhappy or dissatis¬ 
fied with any dement of being 
in Edmonton,” he said. 


Lamb's comments come after 
recent reports that Lamb De¬ 
velopment Coip. fold intentional¬ 
ly delayed construction of Jasper 
House and another Edmonton 
condo project, North, because 
of declining condo sales. 

The 36-storey Jasper House got 
rezoning approval last summer, 
and Lamb said he's still wait¬ 
ing on the development plan 
approval. 

In addition to underestimating 
the time involved, he said it was 
partially due to the fact that his 
company may have been slower 
than normal to respond to the 
city's questions about the project. 

"Big construction projects 
such as these just don't get com¬ 
pleted on time. We're not alone 
in this, this is a part of the in¬ 
dustry,"' Lamb said. 

The dO-slorey North condo 
project, which has no construc¬ 
tion start date, is currently in the 
rezoning process. It will be built 
after jasper House is completed. 

Lamb said he expects con¬ 
struction on Jasper House will 
begin in early 2017.

When Douglas Dollars in¬ 
quired about rental rates for 
a new apartment building a 
few months ago, he was takers 
aback. 

The Oliver Residences said it 
would be charging tenants, like 
him, with a cat or dog an addi¬ 
tional $200 — each 
month, in rent, 

“The ongoing 
cost for cats is 
nuts" Dollars said. 

“I can’t imagine 
too many people 
that would see it 
as a smart move 
to pay an ongoing fee rather 
than a one-time deposit." 

In Alberta it’s legal For 
landlords to charge pet fees, 
whether it’s a one-time secur¬ 
ity deposit or as an ongoing 
monthly charge, as long as 
they are considered '"reason¬ 
able." 

"What may be reasonable 
in one case may not be in 
another case. But charging a 
fee is an exception, not the 
rule," said Roberto Noce. a

real estate lawyer with Miller 
Thomson. 

A month ago. Oliver Resi¬ 
dences lowered its monthly 
pet fee from $200 to $135. 
after determining it was too 
high in the current economy, 
said Tim lay lor, a broker for 
the building. 

“A lot of developers will 
not allow pets in a brand new 
building. The concern is that 
the building might get beat 
up by cats and dogs peeing 
or through wear and tear,” 
he said. 

The additional funds pro¬ 
vide a way for the developer 
to protect its investment in 
case there is damage, he said. 

"Rather than saying we 
won’t al¬ 
low pets in 
the building, 
we’re allowing 
people to make 
the decision." 

But pet 
owner Ash¬ 
ley Hill, who 
works anil lives on jasper Ave. 
said she didn't have much 
choice when it came to pay¬ 
ing pet fees. 

“It's hard to find a nice 
downtown apartment with 
pets allowed. Most don't allow 
pets, or if they do it's one cat, 
and 1 have two. The ones that 
were allowing it, like mine, 
were charging a monthly fee," 
said Hill, who paid a SI00 
non-refundable deposit and 
pays S50 per month per cat.

Canadians have traditionally 
been included in the American 
version of jeopardy!, which airs 
in both countries. 

“We have had many Canadians 
as contestants throughout the 


history of the show, and we hope 
that will continue, because Can¬ 
adians make great game show 
contestants." Trebek, a native 
of Sudbury. Ont„ said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Jeopardy! producers said i n a 
statement that “ever-changing 
and complex” international laws 
governing the shining (jfinfo-nna- 
tion over the Internet precluded 
the Canadians' participation. 

That left unclear exactly how 
the test runs afoul of Canadian 
laws. Michael Ceist, a Univer¬ 
sity of Ottawa expert in online 
privacy, told the National Post 
that anti-spam legislation was 
the only major legal change in 
this area recently, and there was 
nothing in that law that would 
prevent Canadians from taking 
an online test no matter where 
it originates. 

Canadian contestants are still 
appearing in this sea seal's shows 
because they are drawn from the 
results ofa test given a year ago.

Shortfall likely 
to exceed S20B 
in wake of big- 
ticket promises 

The federal government is 
projecting a deficit of at least 
$ 1S.4 billion next year, a shortfall 
nearly five times the projections 
from just three months ago and 
well past the $lO-bi]lion limit 
promised by the liberals. 

When tiie government unveils 
its maiden budget on March 22, 
the deficit could well exceed £20 
billion once a number of big- 
ticket Liberal campaign prom¬ 
ises — including infrastructure 
spending — are factored in. 

Finance Minister Bill Momeau 
staged acampaignrstyle town-hid l 
event Monday to deliver the bad 
news and reassure Canadians 
who might be reconsidering their 
ballot-box choice List October. 

“Given the economic situa¬ 
tion in which we find ourselves 
today, Canadians made the 


tight choice” by voting Liberal. 
Momeau said. 

The federal Finance De¬ 
partment is also predicting a 
115.5-billion deficit in 2017-18 — 
more than six times its estimate 
last fall of S2.4 billion. 

The Liberals are banking on 
some of their spending vows to 
help revive economic growth and 
create jobs in Canada's snuggling 
economy.

A website encouraging Amer¬ 
icans concerned about Donald 
Trumps rise in the Republican 
parly to move to Cape Breton 
has creEtted a surge of inter¬ 
est in the island's real estate. 

On Feb. 15 Sydney radio 
host Rob Calabrese launched 
a website titled 'Gape Breton 
if Donald Trump Wins.’ 

Calabrese told Metro last 
week that he initially launched 
the site as a joke. He had been 
following the .'American elec¬ 
tion closely, including the 
debates and Trump's contro¬ 
versial stances on banning 
Muslims from the country and 
building a wall on the Mexican 
border. 

His website struck a chord. 
Calabrese has since received 
national and international 
media attention. His website 
has so far garnered more than 
200,000 visitors, and he has re¬ 
ceived assistance from Destina¬ 


tion Cape Breton to 
deal with thousands of 
inquiries from .Amer¬ 
icans. 

Canadian real es¬ 
tate listings website 
Point2Homes has also 
experienced a surge in 
traffic from Americans 
seriously considering a 
move to Cape Breton. 

“Data collected from our 
website shows that despite 
some considering the story a 
joke, many Americans look it 
quite seriously, 1 * Point2Homes 
spokesperson Roxana Baiceanu 
said in an email to Metro. 

“We're seeing almost 40,000 
daily visits on average on the 
Cape Breton listing pages, all 
coming from the U.S. In addi¬ 
tion, more than 200 emails 
have been sent to agents or 
friends.' 1 

Baiceanu wrote on her real 
estate blog that Cape Bre¬ 
ton real estate searches via 
Point2Homes have jumped 
by 3,450 per cent since they 
shared Calabrese's story last 
week. 


Last Friday, the 
number of visits to 
that website's Cape 
Breton listings pages 
spiked to more than 
50.000. 

“Noe only that, but 
at least two dozen po¬ 
le ntial home buyers 
have sent emails to 
agents, showing their 
interest in houses on the is¬ 
land.” she wrote on her blog. 

Although Calabrese had 
initially tried to personalty 
respond to all the questions 
posed by Americans checking 
out his website, lie has since 
posted a ’Frequently Asked 
Questions’ section. 

“I am humbled. 1 am just a 
regular guy who started this as 
a way to get people to see what 
we have here on Cape Breton 
Island, and J am so happy, that 
so many of you have come to 
learn more,” Calabrese wrote 
on the site’s homepage. 

“But the truth is, we wel¬ 
come all, no matter who you 
support, be it Democrat, Re¬ 
publican or Donald Trump.* 1

The mayor of Ithaca wants his 
city in upstate New York to host 
the nation's first supervised in¬ 
jection facility, enabling heroin 
users to shoot illegal drugs, into 
their bodies under the care of a 
nurse without getting arrested 
by police. 

The son of an addict who 
abandoned his family, Ithaca 
Mayor Svante Myrick is only 2S 
years old but knows intimately 
how destructive drugs can be. 
As he w r orked his way from 
a homeless shelter into the 
Ivy League at Cornell Univer¬ 
sity and then became Ithaca’s 
youngest mayor four years ago, 
Myrick encountered countless 
people who never got the help 
they needed. 

“i have watched for 20 years

this system that just doesn't 
work," Myrick explained in 
an Associated Press interview. 
“We can"t wait anymore for the 
federal government." 

Describing his proposals 
ahead of a formal announce¬ 
ment planned for Wednesday, 
the mayor said creating a place 
where addicts can inject heroin 
safely is a key part of a holistic 
approach to drug abuse that 
Ithaca will be rolling out, one 
that treats addiction more like 
a public health issue than a 
problem for the criminal jus¬ 
tice system to solve.

Authorities issued an expul¬ 
sion order Friday for hundreds 
of migrants living in a huge 
swath of the Calais camp in 
northern France, demanding 
that they remove their make¬ 
shift homes and possessions 
within four days. 

Residents of the southern 


sector of the camp, known 
locally as ,L the jungle," must 
clear out by S p.m. Tuesday s o 
it can be razed, according to 
the order by the state authority 
for Calais. Police will remove 
those who refuse to clear out, 
the order said. 

Authorities estimate that 
800 to 1.000 migrants live in 
that sector, crammed with 
shops, cafes, mosques and 
churches. They want the mi¬ 
grants — mainly Syrians, Iraqis 
of Afghans escaping conflict 
or Africans fleeing countries 
with poor human-rights re¬ 
cords — to move to nearby 


heated containers or welcome 
centres around France to recon¬ 
sider their dreams of reaching 
Britain on the other side of the 
English Channel. 

The expulsion order came 
a week after Prefect Fabienne 
Buccio announced that the 
southern sector of the 18-hec¬ 
tare camp on the edge of Calais 
would be razed. She said those 
living in the area — the most 
built-up section of the camp 
housing a total of around -1,000 
migrants — would have a week 
to move. 

Humanitarian groups say 
the number of people living 


in the southern section are 
many more than 1,000. 

Eight associations working 
in the camp, including Doctors 
of the World, se nt a protest let¬ 
ter on Thursday to the French 
interior minister contending 
that alternatives proposed by 
the state are “very far from 
answering the needs of the 
problems encountered" and 
predicted migrants who refuse 
them could scatter along the 
coast. Interior Minister Bernard 
Cazeneuve countered in a writ¬ 
ten reply that the evacuation 
would go ahead “progressive¬ 
ly."

GLOBAL WARMING 

Humans causing rapid rise in sea levels 


Sea levels on Ruth me rising fost¬ 
er than they have in 2,300 years 
and are accelerating because of 
man-made global warming, ac¬ 
cording to new studies. 

An international team of sci¬ 
entists dug into two dozen loca¬ 
tions across the globe to chart 
rising and falling seas over cen¬ 
turies and millennia. Until the 
ISSOs and the world's indus¬ 
trialization, the fastest seas rose 
was about 3 to 4 centimetres a 
centuiy. Hut in the 20th century 
the world's seas rose 14 centi¬ 
metres. Since 1993 the rate has 
soared to 30 centimetres per cen¬ 
tury. And two different studies 


published Monday in j 
the journal Proceed¬ 
ings of the National 
Academy of Sciences, 
said by 2 iOQ that the 
world's oceans will 
rise between 28 to 
131 centimetres. 

“There’s no ques¬ 
tion that the 20th cen¬ 
tury' is the fastest/’ 
said Rutgers earth 
and planetary sciences profes¬ 
sor Bob Kopp, lead author of 
the study that looked back at 
sea levels over the past three 
millennia. 'It's because of the 
temperature increase in the 


20th century which 
has been driven by 
fossil fuel use.” 

To figure out past 
sea levels and rates 
of rise and fall, sci¬ 
entists engaged in a 
“geological detective 
story/' said study co¬ 
author Hen Horton, 
a Rutgers marine 
scientist. They went 
around the world looking at salt 
marshes and other coastal loca¬ 
tions and used different clues 
to figure out what the sea level 
was at different times. They used 
single cell organisms that are 


sensitive to salinity, mangroves, 
coral, sediments and odier dues 
in cores, Horton said. On top of 
that they checked their figures 
by easy markers such as the rise 
of lead with the start of the in¬ 
dustrial age and isotopes only 
seen in the atomic age. 

When Kopp and colleagues 
charted the sea level iise over the 
centuries, it was on a downward 
trend until the industrial age. 

Jonathan Overpeck at the Uni¬ 
versity of Arizona, who wasn’t 
part of the studies, praised them, 
saying they show a clear cause 
and effect between warming and 
sea level rise, the associated press

New Canadians, 
young people 
18-24 cause of 
high turnout

The surge in voter turnout dur¬ 
ing the 2015 federal election 
was driven largely by young 
people and new r Canadians. 

Sixty-seven per cent of vot¬ 
ers ages IS to 24 cast a ballot 
in October, compared to only 
55 per cent in 2011, accord¬ 
ing to data released Monday 
by Statistics Canada. A simi¬ 
lar spike was observed among 
Canadians whoVe had citizen¬ 
ship for less than a decade — 
70 per cent said they voted 
last year, versus 56 per cent 
in 2011. 

The increased turnout may 
have more to do with the spe¬ 
cifics of the election — which 


ousted the Conservatives and 
propelled Justin Trudeau and 
the Liberals to pow r er — than 
a renewed sense of political 
participation, experts say. 

“1 don’t think it’s a coinci¬ 
dence that turnout was up 


among young people when 
both the Liberals and the NDP 
were looking veiy strong," said 
Kyerson University politics 
professor Daniel Kubenson. 
“Young people tend not to sup¬ 
port the Conservative party.” 


Jt also helped that Trudeau 
ran an “‘upbeat" campaign and 
was cast as a youthful alterna¬ 
tive to established politicians, 
said York University professor 
Dennis Pilon. 

“People like to see people 


like themselves in the polit¬ 
ical system," he said. 

it's incumbent on polit¬ 
icians to ensure high turnout 
among youth, and immigrants 
isn't just a blip, Pilon said. 

“If we want to keep youth 
voting up, if we want to keep 
multicultural voting up, then 
we need to address the ser¬ 
ious economic problems those 
groups are facing." he said. 
“A government that would 
take up youth employment, 
for example, in a serious way 
would recruit a solid base of 
supporters. 

“It would make those people 
say “politics matters.’" 

Other strategies to increase 
turnout could include lower¬ 
ing the voting age, adopting 
a proportional representation 
system, or even making voting 
mandatory, Pilon said. 

“The evidence from coun¬ 
tries that use compulsory vot¬ 
ing is that it's more inclusive." 
he said. "Political parties have 
to think of the different kinds 
of voters who will show up and 
craft policies to cater to them."

Utah authorities are investi¬ 
gating a wellsite for allegedly 
posting data from the Ashley 
Madison hack. 

According to warrants filed in 
a Utah court, the State Bureau of 
Investigation is investigating a 
website and Rice book page for 
publishing the personal details 
of Ashley Madison customers 
from the southern Utah area. 

The website and Ratebook 
page, both titled “AM South¬ 
ern Utah,” were allegedly cre¬ 
ated with data stolen from the 
Toronto-based Ashley Madison. 

No one has been charged 
with a crime, 

“Our cyber unit has an in¬ 
vestigation in Southern Utah 
related to the Ashley Madison 
hack,” said a spokesperson for 


State Bureau of Investigation in 
an email. “ Because it is currently 
an active Investigation we are 
not able to provide more details 
at this time" 

Ashley Madison, which helps 
people have extramarital af¬ 
fairs, was hacked in July, and 
millions of customers had their 
information leaked online. To¬ 
ronto police are investigating 
the hack, and working with 
the FBI and other law enfo nce- 
ment agencies. Since the hack, 
numerous people caught up in 
the hack have reported being 
targeted by online extortion¬ 
ists, and Toronto police said the 
attack may be related to hate 
crimes and two unconfirmed 
reports of suicide.

Which is too bad For Dr. Vic¬ 
tor Priebe of Windsor, Out., a 
radiologist who loved photog¬ 
raphy and public libraries, bul 
apparently didn't care for ron- 
white people or lesbians. 

Priebe, who died Jan. 1 at 
83, set up two science bursar¬ 
ies in his will, which is replete 
with blatant hatred and which 
an Ontario judge has str uck 
down because it is "white su¬ 
premacist, homophobic and 
misogynistic" 

The will Stipulated one bur¬ 
sary for "Caucasian (white), 
male, single, heterosexual 
students" who are "not afraid 
of hard manual work in their 
selection of summer employ¬ 
ment," and another one lo 
benefit a "hard-working, single 
Caucasian white girl who is 
not feminist or lesbian " 

In her ruling, the National 
Post reported, the judge relied 
on a 1938 Supreme Court 
decision, which allowed the 
overturning of wills that are of¬ 
fensive to public standards (in 
this case, the Ontario Human 
Rights Code). 

Pfiebe's will is certainly of¬ 
fensive, and absurdly, laugh¬ 
ably. quaintly out of date. 

Yet we stiff needed, upon 
Harper Lee's death last Friday, 
to celebrate her novel To Kill A 
Mockingbird as a perpetually 
relevant tool to grapple with 
resilient discrimination, a map 
for "how to go forward after a 
moment of blatant injustice," 
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in the words of one New York 
Times commented 

White supremacy and sex¬ 
ism may be legally out of date, 
but whiteness, maleness, 
power and privilege are still 
deeply entwined in the West. 
And while its easy lo laugh at 
an old man's will (what's with 
all the "hard-working" stuff?), 
some are not so keen to act¬ 
ively rebalance the inequality 
with which it's imbued. 

Take the crowd that at¬ 
tacked Buzzfeed's Scaachi 
Koul — and forced her off 
Twitter — after she sent a call 
out for freelancers who were 
non-white and non-male. Koul, 
a rising voice on racism and 
sexism and a once-formidable 
Twitter presence, was ridi¬ 
culed for her tone ("ugh, men" 
she tweeted). Maclean's Scott 
Gilmore charged her, ridicu¬ 
lously, with labour-rights viola¬ 
tions, She got the predictable 
rape threats. She made the 
obvious counter-argument; 
"Giving ignored voices prefer¬ 
ential treatment is not racism 
against white people. It is an 
attempt to fix all of history," 
she tweeted before sus¬ 
pending her account. 

This is where we are; An 
imagined meritocracy blan¬ 
kets our lopsided press, busi¬ 
ness elite and politics, and 
pointing that out gets you 
harassed. Priebe might not 
be getting what he wanted, 
but Ns would-be beneficiaries 
continue to do just fine with¬ 
out him.

Levator Scapula Layover 

1. Hold your bags with your 
left hand and/or shoulder, 
allowing the arm to hang 
heavy and the shoulder to be 
pulled towards the ground. 


2. Lay your head to the right, 
as if you mean to place your 
right ear on vour right shoul¬ 
der. 


7. Remove the right hand 
and use it to manually move 
your head into an upright 
position.

The levator scapulae (le¬ 
vator scap for short) are 
sometimes referred to as 
fight-or-flight muscles be¬ 
cause they are notorious for 
firing under stressful condi¬ 
tions. They hunch shoulders 
and bring the chin forward. 

Over-activity in this muscle 
pair can lead to neck pain and 
stiffness. A healthy neck can 
rotate about 8d degrees to both 
sides and can lean over laterally 
at an angle of about 45 degrees. 


5. Next, turn your nose down 
toward your right shoulder 
and move your right hand 
slightly towards the back of 
your head. 

6. Breathe into the back of 
your neck for eight slow 
breaths.

Breastfed children need 
Vita mi nD supplements 

Children should continue 
receiving a daily dose of 
Vitamin D as long as they 
are breastfeeding, includ¬ 
ing toddlers who consume 
other foods and fluids, ac¬ 
cording to researchers. 

While breast milk is "the 
near perfect food" one 
thing it doesn't contain 
enough of is Vitamin D r says 
pediatrician Dr. Jonathon 
Maguire of St. Michael's 
Hospital in Toronto. 

Especially in northern 
countries like Canada where 
mothers aorit get as much 
sunlight. 

Asa result, organiza¬ 
tions such as the Canadian 
Paediatric Society have long, 
recommended infants re¬ 
ceive supplement dropseeo 
of Vitamin D, which is im¬ 
portant for building strong 
bones and preventing rack¬ 
ets and chronic ciseases. 
the researchers from St. 
Mikes and the Hospital for 
Sick Children fourd the risk 
of Vitamin D deficiency rose 
by sax per cent for every 
month babies were breast¬ 
fed past age one.

Task force advises against 
routine co l on o scop ies 

New Canadian guidelines 
say colonoscopy should 
not be used for routine 
screening to detect colo¬ 
rectal cancer ir patients 
with no symptoms or 
family history of the dis¬ 
ease. 

I he guidelines from the 
Canadian Task force on 
Preventive Health Care 
strongly recommend that 
low-risk patients aged 
SO to 74 be screened 
using fecal occult blood 
tests every two years or 
sigmoidoscopy every 10 
years. 

Sigmoidoscopy involves 
the insertion of a flexible 
scope to view the lower 
portion of the colon and 
rectum rather than the 
entire tract as is the case 
with colonoscopy. 

Task force member Dr. 
Scott <larenbach of the 
University of Alberta says 
the guidelines do not 
apply to high-risk patients 
who have sy mptoms o r a 
family history of the dis¬ 
ease. 

The guideline is avail¬ 
able at canadiantaskforce.

Sheen news 
boosts HIV 
awareness 


Actor Charlie 
Sheen was 
called a lot of 
things during 
his bad-boy 
days.

Sheen's revelation that he's 
infected with the virus which 
causes AIDS prompted the 
greatest number of HlV-relal- 
ed Google searches recorded in 
the United States since 2004, 
and more than 1 million of 
them involved public health- 
related information. 

That's according to a new 
study from San Diego State 
University research professor 
John Ayers and colleagues, who 
examined the impact of the 
announcement .Nov. 17 by the 
former star of TV’s Two and a 
Half Men. 

"While no one should be 
forced to reveal HIV status, 
■Sheen's disclosure may benefit 
public health by helping many 
people learn more about HIV 
infection and prevention, 1 ' the 
researchers wrote in a report 
published Monday in JAMA 
Internal Medicine.

The pair met on dating "auc¬ 
tion " site WhatsYourPrice.com, 
where users labelled “Gener¬ 
ous"' bid on first dates with 
users labelled “Attractive."’ 

The site has been criticized 
for blurring the line between 
daring and escorting. Some 
blogs have called it “indistin¬ 
guishable” from prostitution. 
Its more than 7,000 Toronto 
users — who spend or are paid 
an average of 1214 on first 
dates, according to site data 
— would argue it's about com¬ 
panionship. 

“I'm not selling myself in 
any way,“ says 2 5-year-old Jes¬ 
sica. “It’s having dinner with 
somebody that enjoys my com¬ 
pany. And whv not get paid 
for it?" 

Michael, 36, nods along. 
They've agreed to let Torstar 
News Service follow them on 
the date, for obliging, the site 
has promised Michael 5TO cred¬ 
its to his profile, credits he'll 
use to open locked messages 
from “Attractive” users. 

Michael, a Toronto entre¬ 
preneur working on getting 
a weight loss “mitraceuticaT 
business off the ground, uses 
other conventional dating 
sites such as Match.com but 
hasn't had much success. He 
has noticed he gets a better 
response from women on 
What's Your Price, but he's

not really sure why. 

“for some reason it seems 
to interest females a bit more 
as opposed to regular dating,” 
he says. 

When others in her genera¬ 
tion are swiping right on apps 
including Tinder and Bumb le, 
Jessica's first digital dating ex¬ 
perience is the unconventional 
sugar-daddy site. This date is 
the second she’s been on using 
What’s Your Trice after a friend 
recommended she check it out. 
So far she's made nearly $300. 
A man visiting from Hawaii 
paid her S220 earlier last year 
to join him for dinner. 

Michael's offer then is rela¬ 
tively low. But tonight, Jessica 
says it was substance more 
than cash that brought her 
here. “He had a very charm¬ 


ing profile," she says. "His of 
fer wasn’t anything special. 
It’s not all about the money." 

But money is the key com¬ 
ponent of the patenE-pend- 
ing site. It works like this: 
the “Generous" user bids on 
a first date with an “Attractive" 
member. The bid payment is 
promised in “good faith," ac¬ 
cording to Brittany Bnrridge, 
a rep for the site.
